Sergeant 
James Wade,'of Co. C, in the arm, Cyrun 
Wilcox, Co. C, pieces of shell in the leg 
andC. W, Pe'ok ofCu. F. in the left—all 
of Berdan's sharpshooters. 


The position of the rebels is a strong one

A. M., says oho of the great- 
est and bloodiest "battles of modern 
days has just closed, resulting in the 
complete rout eof ihe enemy, who at- 
lacked us at daybreak Sunday morning 
The battle lasted without intermission 
daring the entire day and was renewed 
on-Monday morninigpand continued un- 
decided until 4.6!oldok' in Jho afternoon. 
wfiehWe enemy oommonoea their re- 
treat and'are still flying towards Cor- 
inth purauod by a, large force of our 
Cavalry! 


The slaughter oa both sides is im 
rase. 
We have lost, killed, and woundet 


and missing from 18,000 to 20,000 
men ; that of the enemy is estimated a 
ftom 35,000 to 40,000.. It is impos 
sible in the present confused state o 
affairs to ascertain any details, I there 
fore give you the best account possibl 
from observation, having passed thrpug 
the storm of action during the two day 
that'it raged. 


The fight was brought on by a bod
